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Fees on ice; students prefer aalactic to provincial federation

McGill students put a politi- 
cal outsider in the presidency of 
students’ society, and tookleave 
of a Quebec student association 
during a brief encounter with 
ballot boxes last week. 

A newcomer to students’ so- 
ciety politics, arts student )ason 
Prince defeated current vp uni- 
versity affairs Rosalind 
Ward-Smith, of 2 1st Century fund 
fame, for the position of Students’ 
Society president. 

“Students have shown they wan t 
a more open and active council,” 
said Prince. 

“They’ve shown they want a 
council with an aggressive stance 
with the administration, one that 
can take stands on issues of quality 
ofeducation,underfundingof uni- 
versities and accessible education.” 

3507 students turned out in 
record numbers over the three- 
day voting period last week to 
elect a government and vote on 
several referendums. Turnout 
for the elections was the largest 
in years, with over 16 per cent 
of eligible voters casting ballots. 

Students voted to pull out of 
FEUQ by a margin of 76 votes, 
ending McGill’s three year rela- 
tionship with the organization. 
Students had complained of 
FEUQ’s lack of touch with the 
student body and were angered 
by FEUQ’s conciliatory policy 
on tuition fee increases. 

“We are finally released from 
the grasp of the FEUQ beast," 
said anthropology student Brian 
Schnarch, who participated in 
the campaign to get students’ 
society out of FEUQ. 

“We have said no to govern- 
ment lackeys and yes to 
promotinga real grassroots stu- 
dent movement.” 

Others supporting membership 
with FEUQ complained about the 
campaign. 

“There has been a lot of misin- 
formation on campus about 
FEUQ,” said Karla MacDonald, 
outgoing vp external. “This is 
mainly due to false information 
about FEUQ written in the McGill 
Daily."

Students also massively voted to 
have Students’ Society adopt a 
policyopposingtuitionfceincreases 
and opposing membership in any 
organization which supports in- 
creases. 

Almost 69 per cent of decided 
voters said students’ society should 
oppose any new tuition fee hikes as 
well as “course material” charges. 

The Union buildinghasgone 
where no building has gone be- 
fore.

In a fairly close result, 1582 
(51 per cent) students voted in

In a situation unprecedented for 
two decades, students united to vote 
against the vast majority of staff 
representatives in McGill’s senate 
last Wednesday. 

The vote followed fierce debate 
over the Student Services budget. 
Students said the budget, which 
contains a 2.5 per cent increase in 
student services fees, was brought 
to Senate before adetiuate consul- 
tation with student representatives. 

Dean of Students Irwin Gopnik, 
who presented the budget to Sen- 
ate, said although the student 
services budget contains increases 
in student fees, “In real dollars [ the 
increase] is actually a decrease be- 
cause of inflation.” 

He said students were consulted 
when the budget was drafted, and 
had plenty of time to view the 
budget. 

“By November 26 [students] had 
a full, line by line representation of 
the budget,” said Gopnik. He also 
noted the committee which wrote 
the budget had equal numbers of 
student and staff. 

But graduatestudent representa- 
tive Gavin Humphreys moved the 
budget be referred back to the Com- 
mittee for the Coordination of 
Student Services (CCSS). He said 
consultation with studentshad been 
inadequate, and more time was 
needed to discuss the budget. 

Students’ Society President Scott 
Mitic spoke in favour of referring 
the budget. He said when a similar 
situation occured last year, acting 
Dean of Students Lynn Butler- 
Kisber had assured Senate “It will 
never happen again.” 

Miticadded that the student rep- 
resentatives had been given only 
twodays notice bcforcthecommit- 
tee voted on the budget. 

"The full and detailed consid- 
eration referred toby Dean Gopnik 
is, to say the least, somewhat sus- 
pect," said Mitic. 

Dean of Medicine Richard 
Cruess spoke against the motion to 



refer the budget back to CCSS. He 
said Gopnik had an outstanding 
record of representing student con- 
cerns. “I think we should take 
[Gopnik] at his word,” Cruess said. 

But senator Sam Noumoff re- 
sponded that the issue was not the 
honesty of the Dean, but the need 
for extra consultation in drafting 
the budget. 

“Somehow there is a certain loco 
parentis tone to all this,” he added. 

Restricted meetings 

Grad students’ society president 
Michael Temelini, who was granted 
speaking rights, stressed the lack of 
student consultation. 

Temelini said the budget had 
been drafted in a restricted sub- 
committee meeting with no student 
members present. Whengradssub- 
mitted a proposal on ways to pay 
for student services without increas- 
ing fees, it was disregarded, he said. 

Temelini added that student 
members on the committee were 
given only two days notice of the 
budget. They all voted against con- 
sidering it, and all either voted 
against thebudget or abstained dur- 
ing the vote, he said. 

Gopnik said Temelini was lying. 

"For the first time in my seven 
years of working with stu- 
dents I am confronted with 
outright untruths,” said 
Gopnik. “I feel wounded that 
it happened at all.” 

“All meetings at McGill 
are open meetings unless A 
they have been voted to be 
closed,” Gopnik said in re- 
sponse to Temelini’s 
allegations about closed 
meetings. 



Gopnik reiterated that students 
had been consulted. He said when 
he spoke with Temelini, Temelini 
told him “that he didn’t care about 
[the budget ] as long as there was no 
increase in fees.” 



Temelini rose on a point of per- 
sonal privilege. 

“Could the dean please refrain 
from making statements without 
any factual basis?” he demanded. 

When asked what problems re- 
ferring the budget for later 
discussion would create, Gopnik 
said fee schedules might be late go- 
ing to print. But he said he saw little 
need for referring the budget back 
to the committee. 

“I’m always willing to talk, but 
there is nothing more to be .said," 
said Gopnik. 

Students voted unanimously in 
favour of referring the budget back 
to the committee, while the over- 
whelming majority of staff voted 
against. Senate then passed the 
budget, with all student reps ab- 
staining or voting against. 

After thebudget passed, senator 
Michael DuBow said CCSS needed 
guidelines on communications be- 
tween committee members. He 
moved Gopnik create a procedure 
for drafting the CCSS budget “that 
everyone can agree on” before Sen- 
ate closes this year. 

A united student vote against 
faculty was “almost unheard-of 
sinccbackinthelate60s,” Noumoff 
told the Daily after the meeting. He 
said senate should have called an

emergency meeting to deal with the 
situation. 

Noumoff also criticized senate’s 
concern with possible administra- 
tive problems, remarking that 
senators were too willing to sacri- 
fice democratic process in order to 
“keep the bureaucratic engine go- 
mg.

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Staff, admin in conflict over equity study

“Adversarial.” 

It’s thc“simplest and most accu- 
rate” description of the relationship 
between non-academic staff and 
McGill administration, according 
to staff association presidentTrevor 
Garland. 

The administration and the 
McGill University Non Academic 
Staff Association (MUNASA) are 
currently negotiatingan agreement 
to jointly study pay equity for 
McGill’s appro-ximately 2200 non- 
academic staff members. 

Pay equity refers to equal pay for 
work of equal value. The study will 
attempt to makegender-neutral as- 
sessments of dissimilar jobs. 

Under Quebec Treasury Board 
sponsorship, McGill has established 
a Pay Kquity Working Committee. 
But MUNASA has yet to gain repre- 
sentation on the committee, which 
so far consists entirely of adminis- 
tration personnel. 

. “The administration has si.x full- 
time committee members, so we 
would like six full-time committee 
members also,” said Garland. “This 
is the situation at the University of 
Montreal (where a similar study is 
being conducted)." 

Kva Primavesi, McGill’s Pay Eq- 
uity Coordinator and co-chair of 
thecommittee, refused to comment

i on the administration’s current 
committee membership policy. 

È The imbalance on the commit- 

tee stems from the administration 
and MUNASA’s in.ability to agree 
on sorting principles for the study, 
according to Garland. MUNA.SA 
has refused to participate unless its 
preliminary conditions are met. 

One of its most important con- 
ditions concerns salary freezes. The 
administration has stated there will 
be no salary cuts as a result of the 
study,but ithasnot guaranteed there 
will be no salary freezes should em- 
ployees be found “overclassified”. 

Garland said McGill’s non-aca- 
demic employeesare entitled to the 
same treatment as those at Univer- 
sity of Montreal, where the 
administration has assured employ- 
ees there will be no salary freezes. 

McGill has also halted all regular 
jobcvaiuationsduringtlie year-long 



period ofthestudy, so that the com- 
mittee “can focus (its) energy” on 
the equity study. 

Accordingto Garland, unlessthis 
moratorium is lifted, McGill’s rou- 
tine procedure of evaluation and 
promotion will be interrupted, and 
many employees will suffer. He said 



the regular évalutation procedure 
and the equity committee’s evalua- 
tion were not mutually exclusive. 

“Under the current system sal- 
ary changes must be negotiated 
anyway — job classifications will 
simply become a part of the proc- 
ess,” he said. 



Finally, before MUNASA will 
join the committee, it wants assur- 
ances that there will be no reduction 
in the ceiling on salary raises, cur- 
rently set at 40 per cent. Claiming 
other universities havea 20 per cent 
range, Primavesi said that altering 
the range “is a possiblity”. 



Between 2200 to 2700 question- 
naires must be evaluated during the 
study period. The study evaluates 
jobsbycomparingcommon factors 
like skill, responsibility, effort, and 
working conditions. 

The study must be completed by 
June next year. 



Social housing sunk in Ottawa budget

Wreaking havoc everywhere, the 
latest Tory budget slashed S622 
million from the national social 
housingprogram,and trashed fund- 
ing and support for new housing 
co-operatives. 

According to Michel Proulx of la 
Fédération des Coopératives 
d’Habitation de l’ile de Montréal, 
the government seems to have “im- 
provised” on its social housing 
policy. 

“The Mulroney government is 
demolishing a 20-year legacy in so- 
cial housing,” he said. There are 
already 13 000 names on waiting 
lists for low-cost housing in 
Montréal alone, and these lists will 
only get longer, he said. 

Over two years the budget for 
new social housing units has been 
cut by 61 per cent, amounting to 
SI. 2 billion since 1990. 

For three days precceding the 
budget’s reading, members of the 
housing and anti-poverty group 
FRAPRU, (Front d’Action 
Populaire en Réaménagement 
Urbain) camped on the Ottawa 
river, at the foot of the Parliament 
buildings, to protest cuts to social 
housing. 

“We did not expect good news in 
the latest budget, but (Finance min- 
ister) Don Mazankowski’s budget 
is shaping up to be a total disaster,” 
said FR.APRU member Pierre 
Gaudreau in a press release. 

In January, Finance minister 
Don Mazankowski wrote to Marcel 
Lefebvre, president of the Co-op- 
erative Flousing Federation of 
Canada, saying there would be “S92 
million to support new social hous- 
ing commitments.” But last month’s 
budget provides only S70 million to 
new social housing. ] 

Provincially, 5000 new social 
housing units were begun in 1988. 
Next year only 1213 will be begun. 

The government’s most recent 
budget also eliminated the federal 
program for newco-operativehous- 
ingstarts.E,xistingcooperativeunits 
will continue to receive support 
from the federal government. 

Analysts say the number of new 
co-operative housing units will de- 
crease by almost 80 per cent in 
Québec this year. Accordingto the 
Confédération québécoise des 
coopératives d’habitation, the 
number of new co-operative hous- 
ing units has already dropped 68 
per cent in the last 6 years. 

A 1990 study produced for the 
Canadian Housing and Morgage 
Corporation (CHMC) argued the 
federal program for housing co- 
operatives fully attained its 
objectives. The CHMCadministers 
the co-operative budget for the fed- 



eral government. 

lîut it seems Canadian Housing 
andMorgageCorporation(CHMC) 
was kept in the dark about the cuts 
until the budget’s reading. 

In a letter dated six days before 
thebudget,CHMCe,xecutive Elmer 
Mackay wrote to Mouvement 
Desjardins president Claude Béland 
confirming that the budget for the 
co-operative program would be 
maintained or even increased. 

Housingco-operativeshavebeen 
financially supported by the federal 
government for over three decades. 
Until this budget, the government 
guaranteed bank loans to new co- 
operatives and subsidized interest 
rates on these loans. 

Housing co-operative are main- 
tained and managed democratically 
by members who lease the units at a 
monthy rate adjusted to their in- 
come. One half of all the falerally 
sponsored co-operative housing 
units are reserved for low-income 
households. 

'I'he feds are not the only govern - 
ment to cut funds for social housing. 
Provinces are also slashing pro- 
grams, or sitting back on thir heels. 

ProuLx said the provincial gov- 
ernment is not doing much to help 
social housing. Its program “Mon 
taux, mon toit”, which gives buyers 
of newly-constructed homes lower 
mortgage rates, is not helping those 
who need it most. 'Fhe program costs 
the government as much as S70 
million annually. 

“The government is saving a bil- 
lion dollars by phasing out capital 
gainsexemptionson non-occupant 
homes,” said Project Genesis mem- 
ber David Faguy. “Why not give 
some of that savings to social hous- 
ing?” 




McGill rent scam at John Abbott

McGill has taken advantage of a recent expansion at 
a nearby college to siphon yet more money from the 
Québec government. 

JohnAbbottcollege,an English CEGEP, rentsbuild- 
ings on McGill’s West Island MacDonald campus. 
Recently the college has expanded to use part of a 
McDonald College bulding. 

McGill is getting some money out of the move by 
charging John Abbott college rent at “market value”. 

VP Francois Tavenas said the expansion would 
allow McGill “to get an income which we can use to the 
best of our advant,ige.” 

In the past, John Abbott paid a measly SI per year 
in rent. In return for the low rent, the CEGEP reno- 
vated all the buildings they occupied. But rent in the 
new building is S32 000 per year, according to John 
Mastropaolo, director of facilities at John Abbot. 

“It’snot a matter of John Abbot beingsqueezed into 
something unacceptable,” said Tavenas. “The rent is 



paid by the Québec government.” 

The deal was worked out after complex three-way 
negotiations between McGill, John Abbott College 
and the Québec government. Under the deal, Québec 
will pay John Abbott’s new rent. 

Mastropaolo said that the rent increase comes at a 
critical time, just when the College is facing budget 
cuts from the Quebec government. But he claimed 
the increase will not affect students. 

“The students are not going to pay the price — it 
is being paid by tax money,”said Mastropaolo. 

The College is also concerned that when the lease 
for John Abbot expires, the rest of the buildings will 
also be brought up to “market standards”. 

“The remainder of the lease expires in December 
1998,” said McGill’s Tavenas. “At that time we will 
review(thesituation)withthegovernment, and come 
to an appropriate deal that protects the interests of 
McGill and serves the needs of the College.” 

McGill may need the money to pay for a new

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New map 
of arctic 
controversial 



The political map of the Arctic may soon 
be dramatically redrawn by a new land 
claims agreement between the Inuit of 
Nunavut and the federal government The 
agreement signed last December, calls for 
the creation of anew Nunavut Territory. 

But critics of the agreement say the Inuit of 
Nunavut are sacrificing their aboriginal title to 
tand in return for very tittle compensation. 
And the federal government they suggest 
may be using the agreement to play “divide 
and conquer" among First Nations.

The Inuit of the North West 
Territories have spent years ne- 
gotiatinga land claimsagreement 
with the federal government and 
have pushed for the creation of a 
separate territory. 

Under the Nunavut agree- 
ment, the Inuit will recieve land 
title to 350 000 square kilometers 
of land, roughly one fifth of the 
lands covered by the Nunavut 
agreement . They wi 1 1 a I so receive 
$580 million over a period ofIT 
years. 

In exchange, the government 
gets secure title to over 1.5 mil- 
lion square kilometres, and the 
Inuit's aboriginal title is 
extingushed. 

"The government is making 
out like bandits," said McGill Ge- 
ography professor George 
Wensell, who studies Inuit and 
Northern affairs. "Six hundred 
million is a great price for that 
kind of real estate." 

New Territory 

The accord also commits the 
federal government to support, 
in principle, the creation of a 
new Nunavut Territory. Bounda- 
ries for this Territory were 



included in the agreement. 

The division was ratified in 
principle by territory-wide plebi- 
scite in 1982. The boundary 
proposal will go to a Northwest 
Territories-wide plebiscite this 
May. If the new boundaries are 
approved, Ottawa will prepare 
legislation to create Nunavut in 
the fall. 

The powers of Nunavut Terri- 
tory will be identical to those of 
the current Northwest Territories. 



The federal government will re- 
tain control over lands, natural 
resources and taxation. 

Currently the federal govern- 
ment supplies roughly 
three-quarters of the territorial 
budget. Federal control over the 
territories has long l)een criticized 
for restricting local autonomy and 
controlling finances. 

The agreement does not pro- 
vide for native self-government. 
But the Tungavik f ecieration, the 
Inuit organization which negoti- 
ated the agreement, said the 
proposed territory would give the 
Inuit greater powers, because they 
form a voting majority within its 
boundaries. 

"We're advocating for public 
government," Jack Capeuna, Vice 
President of the Tungavik Fed- 
eration, told the Daily. "Our 
ambition is for a government 

where all groups native, 

white or other can partici- 

pate, vote, and run as MLA's." 

Some suggestthe proposal will 
be much more effective in the 
North than it would be in the 
South. "It is not the same type of 
situation as reserves in the south," 
Wensel I 
said.'Inthe 
South you 
have very 
small non- 
native 
member- 
ship in the 
c o m m u - 
nity, so it's 
easier to contemplate self-gov- 
ernment." 

Loss of self 
government 

Other First Nations groups are 
concerned about the agreement. 
Ovide Mecredi, Grand Chief of 
the Assembly of First Nations, 
said the Inuit wi II lose any chance 
for self-government once the 
agreement is passed. 

Others worry the federal gov-

ernment will model future atoriginal title negotia- 
tions after the Nunavut agreement. 

"The federal government will use this claims 
agreement as a flagship for its outdated fX)licy," 
said Dene National Chief George Erasmus in a 
press release. Past federal governments have em- 
phasized assimilation of Natives into mainstream 
society. To this end land claims have been ignored 
and exiinguished, and self-government denied. 

"The government continues to insist on extin- 
guishment of aboriginal title as the keystone of 
land-claim settlements," said Mercredi. "It is doing 
so in this settlement." 

Capeuna disagreed. "We have not extinguished 
self-government," he said. "The natives' concern 
with the Canadian government is their own. It is an 
appropriate deal for us, and they should not be 
threatened." 

Overstepping their boundaries 

But the agreement is already causing difficulties 
for other nations. 

First Nations in Saskatchewan and Manitoba are 
challenging the legality of the agreement. In Sas- 
katchewan the Prince Albert Tribal Council claims 
the Dene have rights to 24 000 square kilometres 
north of the 60th parallel in the Nunavut claim 
area. 

"The federal Crown is making a very serious 
attempt to have one First Nation at the throat of 
another First Nation. That is not our way of doing 
business," Prince Albert Tribal Council Chief A. j. 
Felix told the Windspeaker, a First Nations news- 
paper. The Council is askingthe the courts to delay 
the Nunavut land claims agreement until the Dene 
claimed lands are removed. 

The federal government's official position is that 
these groups surrendered their claim under treaty, 
allowing the federal government to do as it likes 
with these lands. 

The Tungavik Federation agrees with the federal 
government. "|The Denel already gave up their 
title years ago," Capeuna said. "They cannot say 
that the Tungavik Federation claim is wrong." 

But a coalition of Northwest Territories groups 



may actively opfxtse the May plebisicite lx?cause 
boundaries issues remain unresolved. The Dene, 
for example, have publicly stated they will not 
support a plebiscite until boundary lines are 
renogotiated. 

"The real problem is with the federal government 
that imposed this boundary without our consent," 
Erasmus said. 

. Hunting and fishing rights are also important in 
the Dene claims. Because the Inuit will have out- 
right ownership of lands in areas claimed by the 
Dene, resource harvesting will be prohibited to 
non-lnuit, Erasmus said. 

Capeuna said the Tungavik Federation will al- 
low any group to continue to hunt on traditional 
grounds. "Other groups can still hunt by traditional 
methods on their traditional lands," he said. 

But he added, "if they are hunting in our area 
they must follow our Wildlife Management laws, 
the same as we must do when we go to hunt in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba." 

Improvement 

Despite the problems, the new agreement may 
improve the living situation of Inuit in the area. 
Forming a majority in the territory will be important 
for the Inuit. 

Membersofthc negotiating Tungavik Federation 
of Nunavut felt one of the strongest components 
would be the equal representation of the Inuit on 

joint government Inuit management boards 

including a Wildlife Management Board, a Water 
Board, environmental assessment boards and plan- 
ning boards. 

Wensell emphasized the importance of the joint 
management boards. "Ecological wildlife manage- 
ment means managing the people who use the 
wildlife," he said. "The control is significant espe- 
cially for people who sec wildlife harvesting as an 
indigenous right," Wensell added 

"This is a step away from the heavy handed 
colonialism that nas pervaded Inuit-state relations 
up to now," professor Wensell commented.

MONTRKAI. (CUP) — The FEUQ student federation may be ex- 
pelled from an international student group if its willingness to take 
government money is challenged. 

The Fédération des EtudiantesUniversitairesduQuébec(FEUQ)gets 

1 S66 000 special Quebec government bursary available only to national 
student organizations to pay their executive salaries. 

Quebec’s other national student organization, ANEKQ, refuses to 
accept the bursary. 

The International Union ofStudents(IUS)constitutionforbidsmcm- 
ber organizations to accept government monies if the cash jeopardizes 
their autonomy. FFUQ was admitted into the I US at the lanuary 1992 
congress in Cyprus. 

“At the lime (of the congress), I didn’t know about the money FFUQ 
was taking from the Québec government," said Allison l,ewis, vice-chair 
of the Canadian Federation of Students, and newly-elected head of the 
I US’s women’s division. 

She said that if she had known about the bursary, she would have 
raised the issueat thedebate on gr .anting FF.UQ membership to the lUS. 

FKUQ’s request for admission to the lUS was evaluated by the 
organization’s constitutional committee and then debated at the con- 
gress. Autonomy of members is especially important, since the 
organization spent the last four years working on the constitution trying 
to strengthen the I US, Lewis said. 

Giorgos iMichcalidcs, lUS general secretary, who spike to Ita from his 
office in Prague, ('zechoslovakia, said he didn’t know .about the money 
FKUQgetsfromQuébec.ButhesaidFF.UQ’sdecisiontotakethebursary, 
coupled with their track record, could lead to questions about their 
membership. 

"If, along with the money, there is the coincidence of their decisions 
coinciding with government decisions, one would have toquestion their 
autonomy," said .Michealides. 

FFUQ has been criticised for recently backing the Québec govern 
ment’s decision to raise tuition fees. 

But FFUQ president Nicolas Plourde said he doesn’t see what all the 
fuss is about. 

"Ifthcgovernmentwouldthink.evenoneycar.ol pulling the bursary, 
it would be unaccept.able," said Plourde. "They wouldn’t do it because we 
would call a press conference and they would be condemned." 

The lUS would also have to look at how FFUQ is run in the event of 
complaint, said ,Miche.ilides 

“We would also have to check how decisions are m.ide in the organi- 
zation and on the paid executive’s influence,” said Michealides. 

According to Plourde. FFUQ’s executive has absolutely no intluence 
in decisions m.ide by the federation. 

"I don’t make any decisions. I get a mandate from the board of 
directors, which meets once a month," he said 



Humphries justified the need fora representative 
from P(iSS, citing the 1991 split between PGSS and 
Students’ Society, and the report of the Task Force of 
Priorities and Planning which called for increased 
numbers of grad students on campus to the expense 
of under grads. 

Dean of Medicine Richard Cruess moved to table 
Humphreys’ motion, saying that as a new PCiSS 
representative would “affect the b.ilance of Senate,” 
the propos.ll needed consideration by a committee. 

The motion to table passed. 

Proposed Purchase of D'Arcy McGee High 
School 

Humphreys also presented a PGSS proposal for 
McGill to purchase the D’Arcy McGee High School 
building for use .is a residence for “students with 
special needs such as single parent families, physi- 
cally challenged students and mature students.” 
Humphreys said the residence would be di vidai into 
“self-contained apartments" and would not require 
food services. 

Humphreys added that the residence would be 
more accessible to physically challenged students 
than existing residents because it is relatively close to 
McGill and not at the slopes of Mont-Royal. 

Humphreys moved that the proposal be referred 
tothc ('ommittceon Physical Development and that 
the committee report back to Senate by the end of 
May. 

The motion passed.

Students and staff participated Tuesday in a 
safety audit of McGill Campus. 

Teams of volunteers combed over the cam- 
pus grounds for two and a half hours in the late 
.afternoon, ev.nluating the interior and exterior of 
buildings for s.ifety risks. 

“It’s a double sensitivity exercise,” said Walk- 
Safe coordinator Kelly Gallagher-MacKay who 
helped org.inise the audit. 

"We aim to make people knowleg.Tble about 
the risks, and to sensitise them to what is percieved 
.as risks and to how risks affect women’s behav-

about lighting, visibility,. and .Tccessibilityofhelp. Da; 

Information from the audit will be compiled 
into a report which should be ready by Mid-May, .ac- 
cording to Butler-Kisber. 

Reccomendations on McGill campus safety will be 
m.adc on the basis of this report. 

Butler-Kisber said there were no definite plans for 
what to do after the report w.as compiled. “We’re pretty 
flexible as to the next step,” said Butler-Kisber. 

Gallagher-MacKay was optimistic that improving 
campus safety would help deal with the problem of 
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Hazardous area: Stairs to Gardner Hall.

The safety audit procedure was designed by the 
Metro Action Committee against Violence against 
Women and Childen, who have overseen audits at 
fifteen universities, the cities of Kitchener Waterloo 
and the Toronto Public Transit System.

b) The Vice-President Administration shall forward this translation to 
Council. Council shall then debate and consider the translation of the Constitu- 
tional amendment and its insertion into the French translation of the Constitution 



3. Renumber Article 14, 15 and 16 as 15, 16 and 17 ADD: 

Article 14: French Translation 

1 . There shall be a French translation of the current version of the Constitution 
and Bylaws of the Post-Graduate Students’ Society, referred to in this document 
as the French translation of the Constitution and Bylaws. 

2. The French translation of the Constitution and Bylaws shall be updated from 
time to time as specified in Articles 12 and 13. 

3. The French translation of the Constitution and Bylaws should be amended 
at any time in order to better reflect the meaning of the Constitution by a motion 
of Council or of an Annual or General Meeting requiring a simple majority for 
approval. 

4. There shall be three permanent copies of the French translation of the 
Constitution and Bylaws as amended, one held by the Executive, one by the 
Constitution Committee, and one by the Speaker.
